3. In the Dadia. anil Nagar Ilaveli Motoi Vehicle, Rules, 
I9u6, aflci Rule 1,3, the lollowing pioviso shall be 
added namely, 

Ihov ided that fees payable under the Rule 3 19 in icsjaect 
of Registration of Motor Vehicle shall be paid by a self diawn 
cheque only. 


4. I oi the existing Rule 3 15 and 3 16 ol tin. Motor 
Vehicle Rules, 1966, the following new Rules shall be 
substituted, namely : 

3 15 low or destitution of ceitifnatc of Regtsti ation of a 
\elikle other limn tianspoit i i-hicle. 

(i) Tf at any time the ceitificatc of Regislialion of a 
Vehicle other than a tiansport vehicle is lost or des- 
Iroycd, the owner or such pci son ns may be tempo- 
laiy charge of the vehicle shall forthwith fill in torn* 
GRLD in duplicate and send it to the neaicst 
Registering Authoiily. 

fn) On leccipt of (ins application in Toim GRID, to- 
gether will a lets of hve mpees, the signature of 
the ownei should be verified with the signature on 
the ‘I-' 1 orm and then only the duplicate should be 
issued. 
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(iii) In case the vehicle is registered with another autho- 
rity; the authority receiving the CRT.D revised form 
shall send within 7 days or earlier, one copy el trie 
Form, to the Original registering authority under 
Registered post acknowledgement due and shall re- 
tain lhe other copy for such period as may he Jmd 
down. 

(iv) The original registering authority shall, alter making 
such enquiries and checking up wilh the police or 
other authorities as it. deems piopcr and alter com- 
paring the signature with the signature on the 
form issue a duplicate certilicat-. •„ i rcgisti atic-.i 
stamped duplicate in red to the registered owner's 
address under Registered post acknowledgement due 
under intimation to the authority making, the 
reference. 

3.16 Loss or destruction of certificate of Registration of 
transport vehicle. 

(i) If at any time a certificate of Registration of a trans- 
port vehicle is lost or destroyed, the owner or such 
person ns may be in temporary charge of the vehicle 
shall forthwith fill in the Revised form CRLD in 
duplicate and send it to the nearest Registering 
Authority. 

(ii) On receipt of this application in revised form CRI.D 
together with a fee of Us. 5/- (five), ihe signature 
of the owner should be verified with the signature 
on the ‘E’ Form and then only the duplicate should 
he issued. 

(iii) In case the vehicle is registered with another autho- 
rity the authority receiving lha CRI.D revised form 
shall send within 7 days or earlier one copy of the 
Form to the original registering nutho'iiy under 
Registered post acknowledgement due and shall re- 
tain the other copy for such period as may be laid 
down. 

(iv) The original registering atilhoriiv shall, after making, 
such enquiries and checking up with the police or 
other authorities as it deems piopcr and after com- 
paring the signature with the signature on the T 
Form issue a duplicate certificate of registration 
stamped duplicate in red to the registered owner’s 
address under Registered post acknowledgement due 
under intimation to the authority making the refe- 
rence. 

5. The following Rule 4.25A shall be added after Rule, 4.25 
of the said Rules, namely; 

4.25A 

(a) A vehicle covered by a National F’ermi! shall pick up 
or set down goods between two points in the same 
state, other than in the Home State on any single 
journey. 

(b) It shall operate only on National and Slate High- 
ways and such other roads as may be specified by 
each State Government from time lo l:m: with per- 
mission to deviate from these roads for a maximum 
distance of only 60 Kms. 

(c) It shall operate on the roads mentioned at (b) above 
subject lo such local conditions regarding maximum 
load to be carried etc. as may have been laid down. 
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(d) II shall always carry Ihe documents relating to its 
Public Carrier Permit and authorisation for National 
Permit and submit to all the Local Rules, and orders 
of each Slate, where for the time being, it may be 
in operation, other than those from which it has 
been expressly exempted.
